Better Farming Pays 


There is a lesson for Br>an and Brazos county, as well 
as for many another community where one crop methods 
of agriculture have been favored over a long period, in 
the census return for Lubbock. 
This West 
I exas city 
claims the largest percentage of growth among cities of 
the 20,000 class its the I nited States. 
The gain since 1920 
is figured at 408.8 percent, jumping from 1,051 in 1920 
to 20,612 in 19JI0. 
The population of Lubbock county 
also showed an increase ol more than 200 percent, jumping 
from little more than I LOGO in 1920 to slightly better than 
30,000 in 1930. 
But most important, the statement is made that the 
increased population is due entirely as a result of the ap­ 
plication of diversified farming methods to the Blains coun­ 
try of Which Lubbock is the market town. 
I here is no 
dependence on any one crop, but various crops tor which 
the country is adapted bit* grown and attention also is 
paid the live stock and dairy industries, 
Milo maize, for 
example, is shipped literally by the trainload from the 
Lubbock territory to chicken raising centers of California. 
Bryan, a much older settlement than Lubbock, showed 
a fairly satisfactory rate of growth when it is considered 
that we had po oil or industrial boom, but have gone se­ 
renely on our way, making the most possible from the 
trade possibilities of she educational institutions located 
here but doing Comparatively little to develop and enhance 
th e trade possibilities of the trade territory which looks 
to Bryan for a large part of its supplies. 
It is true that within the past year a considerable ef­ 
fort has been made along this line. 
This year much in­ 
terest has been shown iii certain feed crops and there is 
the probability that more cattle will be fed out on Brazos 
county farms this coming winter, with teed grown on the 
farms, than for many a long day. 
More poultry of good 
breed is being liaised and there has been a greater interest 
in gardens and the growing of vegetables. 
The dairy in­ 
dustry also has had attention and one cream route was 
opened up, but there is little likelihood for great strides in 
this direction until the county is made tick free and until 
the farmers turn to growing feed and develop proper pas­ 
tures. 
That these things will come is, we believe, a foregone 
conclusion. 
There is little else for the average farmer to 
do if he desires to assure himself an income that will keep 
him from one year to another. 
The system ot putting 
all the eggs in one basket has proved, for many, a preca­ 
rious one. 
That conditions here will be better, yvhen a 
greater diversification of activities becomes the accepted 
farm practice of the county, is true. 
Farmers will have 
income at more or less regular intervals. 
Returns troni 
such major crops as cotton— and it likely will continue to 
be that with nrnst— need not be mortgaged in advance as 
returns from other activities will finance current expenses. 
This situation ha* developed in other agricultural sections 
where diversification has become the general practice and 
there is no reason why it should not here. 
With a greater 
variety of crop and a greater crop movement and an in­ 
creased tai rn revenue, there is no reason why Bryan, with 
some facilities that may not be surpassed anywhere in 
Texas, should not record, in the next ten years, a growth 
in population and in wealth, as well as in economic and 
social betterments for all the citizenship of the city and its 
trade territory, that will compare favorably with any noted 
elsewhere.

to relieve agriculture and to make “limited changes in the 
t a r if f ’ President Hoover slated that in his opinion the test 
of necessity for revision largely should be whether an in­ 
dustry had showed a substantial slackening up. 
It was 
not as if we were setting up a new basis of protective du­ 
ties, as was done seven years ago, he said. 
But congress 
lost no time in making a com plete revision and while agri­ 
culture was not neglected, many industries were favored 
to a point where the increased price the farmer may re­ 
ceive for his products will be more than offset by the prices 
he will be compelled to pay for the products of industries 
additionally protected and aided by the proposed tariff. 
It would appear that while congress has made some move 
toward aiding the farmer with one hand, when it offered 
him the farm board plan, it used the other hand to cut from 
under him any advantage that might accrue to him from 
that source.

Dallas county is the only one in the state of Texas 
where the rural school children are given nine months 
of school work and thereby placed on an equal basis, so far 
as opportunity is concerned, with their fellow s of the urban 
communities. 
In Brazos county the six month school year 
is not unknown and seven months is common.

be possible to improve this condition so that the boys and 
girls from the farm homes of this county may have educa­ 
tional opportunities that will compare favorably with those 
offered in Bryan.

HARNESSING T H E S U N

No waving inanes, no flashing hoofs m ark the passage of the 
wild herd of solar steeds that thunders across the face o f the earth. 


N o i s e l e s s is their stampede, yet unending. 
From dawn to dusk they 
race around the world— billions upon billions of them — the unbridled 
horsepower of the sun. 
And as the herd passes, there is left upon the earth the imprint 
of its energy. 
In the form of coal, of petroleum , of wood and of 
w ater power, men utilize a small part of the great power of the sun. 
Men have even saddled a straggler or two an tin g the solar horses, hut 
the herd itself has scorned the harness of terrestrial chariots. 
O f what m aterial can the bonds be made which will link this eclat 
horsepower to the world’s tasks? 
Men h a w asked the question for 
centuries. 
Now a new answ er is being offjjOCd which may hold the 
key to direct transmission of the sun's rays into eelctricity. 
Pursuing 
experim ents at the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute of Silicate I n v e s t i g a t i o n , 
Dr, B. I.ange has developed a new type of photo-electric cell. 
Its ele­ 
m ent consists of two layers of copper, separated by a minute layer of 
coper oxide. 
When light falls on one of tHt^7 thin pieces of copper, 
electrons are driven off, through the copper oxide, to the other piece 
of copper. 
This sets up an electrical current which Dr. I.ange has 
used to actuate very small electrical devices*® 
Previous efforts to utilize the sun’s power have been based on 
converting the light into heat. 
In the majority of these systems, 
m irrors or lenses are employed, focusing the rays upon a boiler which 
generates energy in the form of steam. 
Recently in Tunis, the co­ 
lonial authorities offered a prize for a device to use solar energy to 
distill sea w ater and irrigate the desert ureas which border on the 
M editerranean. 
The plan was not successful because the most effi­ 
cient sun engine was so large th at an acre of apparatus was required 
to irrigate an acre of land.
